civilian families speaking Russian, who know the situation and the hospital staff* 6* up to

More specific information can- 
not be given. However, many officers were seen in uniforms of various colors, such as khaki, 
black, and even colors used by the Polish prewar officers. Soviet style marching, i.e., long 
rows of soldiers carrying their arms before them, was also observed* These troops wore black 
uniforms* (Nos 2 and 9 omitted*)

Military Information 


1* Military airfield - A military airfield is located about 5 kilometers from Bodzentyn on the 
main road from Warsaw to Krakow* It lies between the towns of Stokowiec ahd Bodzentyn, and the 
Konskie worker « s settlement* (Sketch is enclosed.) A traveller making his way on a dirt road 
from Bodzentyn to the main road saw this airfield* The location of the buildings is shown in 
the sketch* The aircraft were arranged in three rows. The aircraft types are as shown in the 
attached drawing. He claims that they were training fetae and fighter aircraft* He did not see any 
bombers* 


2* The barracks near the Kss Konskie settlement - Newly "built barracks capable of housing 2,000 
men are located the other side of the main road between Warsaw and Krakow* The barracks building s 
are two-storied and arranged in a quadrangle so that a person cannot see what is going on in the 
courtyard* some sort'bf Soviet unit is stationed here* The cap bands and piping on their uni- 
forms are redp with some sort of special braid near the epaulets* A motor vehicle park is 
located 50 to 100 meters from the barracks. He saw about 300 various type trucks in the park and 
a great many passenger autos* He does not know the designation of the unit* 


3* An unidentified type uniform - Near the airfield he 4&h soldiers moving about in uniforms of 
a color between khaki and sand. The uniforms had two yello w epaulets narrower than the Soviet

U* Parked motor vehicles - Their appearance is as shown in drawing number 3* He got a close 
look at such a truck once because the driver f had to stop along side the road for some repairs* 
It looked like a type of half -armored car* The car has 3 mm outer armor plate. The sides of 
the car are beechwood reenforced inside by steel* A machine gun with short barrel is above the 
driver* s seat* 


5* The Radom garrison - Some sort of unit in black uniforms (armored unit?) is stationed across 
from the hospital* He (the informant) was in Radom in 19l$ looking for his family. He has 
relatives in Radom, a Doctor Skorka and Doctor Gaska /TLLegible7* 

6. The Warsaw-Krakow road - This is an asphalt road for heavy traffic* It is supposed to be 
widened to the width of a super highway.
